For background info, Mrs, HTLL said she was present 
at Do a ley plaza when President KENNEDY was assassinated and 
furnished information through interview indicating that she 
heard more than three shots fired and that she had observed 
a man on the "grassy knoll" above Deal ey plaza. She also ~ J ' 
said she had taken a Polaroid picture during the time of the 
assassination which may have been of importance to the 
investigation. She stated she feels certain this is.what,,^ .. 
the New Orleans District Attorney’s Office wishes to talk * r 
to her about. She does not want to testify in New Orleans ^ 

and is upset over this matter* 

Mrs . HTLL stated it is a strange coincidence that 
these men contacted her today as just night before last two 
men attempted to break into her home, however, she saw them, 
they were both white males, and she called the police. She 
does not know if this had any connection with this matter, 
but she has considered the possibility.
